During the night of December E, 
1916, I placed two thermometers in 
the grove adjoining mine, about five 
feet from the ground and found the 
temperature after twenty minutes to 
be 39 degrees F. I then removed 
the thermometers to an exactly sim- 
ilar location on my grove, where I 
was irrigating with cold mountain 
water, and after waiting twenty min- 
utes I found the temperature to be 
43 degrees F., or four degrees high- 
er than in the adjoining grove. 

I then took the thermometers 
back to the first place and found 
the temperature at 38% degrees F., 
which convinced me that it was not | 
getting warmer during the time I 
made the observations. I might 
add that in my grove you could no- 
tice a slight fog rising up through 
the trees, which would be much 
more noticeable with hotter water 
and colder temperature; also the 
water will allow the ground heat to 
assist as it keeps the frost from 
forming a crust which naturally 
shuts off all heat that is in the 
soil.

Millions of chicks die every year 
as a result of being infested with 
lice which, under average farm con- 
ditions, are ofttimes difficult to con- 
trol. Hen-hatched chicks are not as 
subject to lice in the early spring as 
they are during the warmer months 
when lice are more prevalent. If 
for no other reason, chicks should 
be hatched early so their growth will 
not be interrupted by the presence of 
lice. 

Many farmers realize considerable 
money each spring from the sale of 
broilers, the price of which is usually 
ly governed by their size when sold 
and the time marketed. Thus it 
would seem that in order to increase 
the amount of money from the sale 
of broilers and fryers early hatching 
would be employed so as to have a 
marketable-sized fowl early in the 
spring when prices are highest.

Perhaps some one might say “We 
don’t want military training to be 
introduced into our school,’ or “We 
don’t want our boys to be trained 
for soldiers,” or some — students 
might say, ‘We high school boys 
are tco young to go to army in case 
of war, and it is not necessary to 
introduce military drill into high 
school.” But these opinions, I think, 
are incorrect, and if there are those 
who have such opinions, I dare say 
that they do not understand really 
what Mr. Mill meant. The matter of 
introducing military drill into high 
school is not wholly for military pur- 
pose, but it is for double purposes. 
In time of war they may serve in 
army without much difficulty and in 
time of peace they may be prepared 
for war as well as train their bodies.
